FIELD HOSPITAL IS FULL 


Of Wounded But Federals 


are Said to Have Suffered 
Greatest Loss—The Rebel 
Chieftain Predicts Fall of 
City by Thursday.

Blverjel, 
Mexico, 
March 
24.— 


Meeting stubborn resistance at Go- 
mez Palacio, only a few miles north 
and east of Torreon, General Fran- 
cisco Villa and his 
12,000 rebel 


troops yesterday began the most im- 
portant battle of the constitutional- 
ist's revolution and the rebel chief- 
tain's march to Torreon was serious- 
ly checked. 


Today the field hospital here is 


crowded 
with 
wounded 
which 


streamed into Elverjel as fast 
aa 


they could be returned 
from 
the 


front. 
Given emergency attention 


here the -seriously 
Wounded were 


hastened onto the general hospital 
at Bermejillo. The federal loss ap- 
pears to have been 
much 
heaviec- 


than that of the rebels but no ac- 
curate estimate of their dead and 
wounded has been made. 


Apparently determining to deal 


General Villa a crushing blow before 
he actually reached the gates of Tor- 
reon, General Velasco sallied out of 
the invested city under cover of the 
guns on the sides of Cerro de la 
Pllar, and strongly garrisoned Go- 
mez Palacio. 
Made confident by his 


easy victories enroute, General Villa 
beard the report from his scouts that 
Gomez Palacio was strongly forti- 
fied, and gave the order for attack. 


The guns of Cerro de la 
Pilar 


were opened up. 
Volley after vol- 


ley from the federal trenches and the 
fire of rebel artillery and small arms 
opened the first serious engagement 
of Villa's troops, and the federals, 
who hope to check the march of the 
constitutionalists to the 
national 


capital. 


The rebel cavalry pressed forward 


toward the mountain 
and 
before 


many minutes of 
fighting Villa's 


men had taken the water tank, se- 
curing their first vantage ground. 


From there they fought on to the 


Brittingham soap factory, the . in- 
fantry engaging the defending forces 
within and upon the buildings. An- 
other hour and the federals retreat- 
ed to the Cuartel, where the hottest 
fighting of the battle 
took 
place. 


Fighting from the- 
front, • gaining 


ground foot by foot, the rebels fi- 
nally drove the federals back again 
toward Torreon. 
But so heavy had 


the firing been, so many were the 
shells that burst in the Cuartel that 
scarcely had it been occupied by tb? 
pursuing lebels than it caught fire 
and the conquerers were forced to 
abandon it. 


The federals retreated In order, 


however, keeping up an insistent 
firing as they were beaten bactf on 
tbe road to Torreon. 
As the rebels 


advanced they rushed forward over 
the bodies of the federal dead and 
wounded. 


General Villa reiterated his confi- 


dence that Torreon would be his by 
Thursday.

Washington, March 24,—Basis * for 


an important phase of the argument 
•against the administration 
proposal 


for repeal of the tolls exemption pro- 
vision of the Panama Canal act was 
placed before 'the Senate today when 
Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, in- 
troduced a resolution 
which would 


pave the way toward repeal of a sec- 
tion of the rivers and harbors action 
of July 5, 1884, providing that no 
tolls or operating charges be charged 
on any vessels through any canal or 
other work for the improvement of 
navigation belonging to the United 
States." 


After setting forth in detail 
the 


purposes sought by the government 
In the act of 1884, the Chamberlain 
resolution which calls upon the sec- 
retary of war for information relating 
to the maintenance of river 
and 


canals declares: 


"Whereas, If the free tolls clause of 


the Panama Canal act is to be repealed 
and tolls are to be levied upon vessels 
engaged in the coastwise trade en the 
United States the policy of the gov- 
ernment is to be completely reversed 
and the act of July 5, 1884, ought to 
be repealed and tolls charged upon all 
the improved waterway's and canals 
of the country so that there might 
be uniform system, for the use of these 
utilities. 


In anticipation of a possible repeal 


of the free tolls clause of the Panama 
canal act and of a reversal of the 
time-honored policy of the United 
States with reference to river and har- 
bor improvements and canal con- 
struction and Operation of these gov- 
ernment utilities free of charge to all 
commerce, and in order to ascertain 
the facts in reference to these im- 
provements, be it resolved: 


"That the secretary of war be and 


he is hereby requested to furnish to 
the Senate of the United States the 
following information: First, 
the 


amount expended 
by the 
United 


States in river and harbor improve- 
ments since the adoption of the con- 
stitution; second, the amounts ex- 
pended by the United States in the 


construction of canals covering the 
same period of 
time; 
tJhird, 
the 


amounts that the several states have 
raised to be used in co-operation with 
the United States; fourth, the names 
of the rivers wlu'ch have been im- 
proved and the amounts that have 
been expended on each, the harbors 
that have been improved and the 
amounts that have been expended on 
each, the canals tliat have, been con- 
structed and , improved 
and 
the 


amounts expended on each; fifth, the 
total commerce in tonnage and 
in 


value that passes bJirougn said rivers 
and harbors and canals; sixth, what 
charges are made for tolls on any 
thereof and what amount of tolls 
would it be necessary to charge on 
each for the purpose of reimbursing 
the government for the expenditures 
heretofore made and for the main- 
tenance and upkeep thereof; seventh, 
wthat classes of vessels, whether do- 
mestic or foreign are permitted to 
pass through or into each of these 
rivers and harbors «id canals, and 
what discrimination, if any, is made 
in favor 
of 
domestic 
shipping; 


eighth, what amount might be real- 
ized by the United States if a reason- 
able tolls were charged on all ship- 
ping passing through said rivers and 
harbors and canals; ninth, what if 
any, treaties are in rorce between the 
United States and any other foreign 
power which would prevent the United 
States from charging tolls - against 
such foreign governments even in 
cases where it might be determined 
to charge a toll on its own vessels 
passing through such rivers, harbors 
and 'canals; and, tenth, wb.at is the 
present cost per annum to the United 
States for maintaining and operating 
said rivers, harbors and canals." 


Senator 
Chamberlain's 
resolution 
asserts in its preamble that 
"the 


Panama has cost the United States 
mpre than 1400,000,000 dollars and is 
built upon soil, to all interests and 
purposes 
belonging to the 
United 


States and form a part of the United 
States coastline. 


The resolution was referred to the 


committee on inter-oceanic canals.

Thife statement was made to the 


Associated Press toda> by John B. 
Redmund, Veader of the Irish 
na- 


tionalist party. 
Mr. Redmond ad- 


ded that the second reading of the 
bill would be taken b\ the house of 
commons on March So and that the 
bill would be proceeded with until 
it became a law. 


Colonel John S«e}y, secretary of 


state for war, today promised in the 
House of Commons that he would 
tomorrow lay on ibe table all 
the 
material and 
written documents 


which he says will 
clear 
up the 


whole mystery of the recent crisis 
among the officers of the army in 
Ireland. 
He gave his promise when 


he was asked by a member to con- 
firm or deny tbe statement t^at a 
written assurance had heen given to 
Brig. Gen. Huberjt Gough that 
the 


troops would not be used to force 
home rule upon Ulster. 


The dissolution of the 
British 


parliament baa been hastened by 
the events of the last few days, ac- 
cording to the gntoion generally ex- 
pressed today fr^poftflcTir , circles. 
The surrender of the government to 
{he officers of the army who declin- 
ed to serve against the Ulster-men is 
particularly significant in this con- 
nection. 


The Irish nationalists it is point- 


ed out, will not accept home 
rule 


with Ulster permanently excluded, 
while the government has found it 
Impossible to compel Ulster to come 
under a Dublin parliament. 
It is charged thU the only way 


out of the difficulty is to hold a 
general election and no one would 
be surprised if 
the 
government, 


during toe second reading of 
the 


home rule bill next week should of- 
fer to dissolve parliament on condi- 
tion that the home rule, the Welsh 
Disestablishment and

voting bills be passed.

e dissatisfaction of the

Oldest Graduate of U. S. Naval 
Academy Born In Newark; 


Died In New Jersey, Aged 82 


James Parker, the oldest 
living 


graduate of Uhe United States NaVal 
Academy at Annapolis, and a vet- 
eran of the Mexican and Civil wars, 
died at his home in Perth Ambroy 
N. J., Monday in his 
eighty-third 
year. 


The deceased was born in 
this 


'city, in a house that stood on the 
lot at the corner j»f 
Church 
and 


North Fifth streets, wher now stands 
the residence occupied by ;the late 
Major David Thomas. 
\ 


The family came to Newark from 


New Jersey among the early 
set- 
tlers, a great number having settled 
here from thsit state, the name of 
the town having been given 
after 
that of Newark, New Jersey. 


The elder Parker, whose 
name 
was also James, "was a brilliant law- 
yer and practiced here for 
many 
years, during the early days of the 
late General George B. Smythc and 
other well krown men of this city. 
He was also prosecuting attorney of 
Licking county, and his name 
oc- 


curs frequently in the Ohio Supreme 
court reports of that early time. 


Commander Parker entered 
the 


Naval Academy in 1S46 and served 
in the Mexican -war as a midship- 
man under Farragut. He was pro- 
moted to lieutenant commander by 
President Lincoln in 1862 and took 
part in many of the important sea 
fights of the civil war. 


At the close of the war 
he en- 


gaged in the business of marine in- 
surance and the practice of admi- 
ralty law. He compiled a record of 
American and foreign shipping for 
the use of marine 
underwriters, 
said to be the first of its kind ever 
published, and founded the 
Ship- 
masters' 
Association. 
When 
the 
Schley-Sampson controvereary over 
the battle of Santiago arose Com 
tsfcnder fSfSet 
was chosen toy Ad- 
miral Sen ley as one of bis advisers 
at the inquiry. 
He 
was former 


president of the Marine Association 
of New Yoi'k and an officer of the 
Loyal Legion.

Itules Issued to Watchmen. 


Aiming to prevent" accidents at the 


crossings of its tracks in the cities 
and towns and,on the highways, the 
Baltimore and Ohio management has 
issued a comprehensive code of rules 
to watchmen, clearly defining the 
duties of such employes and urging 
every precaution in the interest of 
public safety. 


Under the new regulations the 


watchmen report to the track) super- 
visors and are required to undergo 
an examination as to operating rules, 
iguals and schedules. 
Daily in- 


peetions of the crossings are in- 
cluded in the work of the watchmen 
and miscellaneous repairs are to be 
made by the employe on the ground. 


The crossing watchmen are pro- 


vided with a white and a red flag, to 
he used in daylight; and between 
sunset and sunrise lanterns are used 
In signaling. 
A flag or lantern held 


at arm's length is a stop indication, 
and when the tracks are clear the 
flag or lantern is raised in a verdical 
condition. 
The watchmen are furnished un- 


iform caps, with their occupation dis- 
played on a metallic plate, to identi- 
fy them before the public.

As most people only have 
the opportunity of seeing the outside 
of a home, the nature and character 
of the people living there will be 
judged far more by what is seen out- 
side of the house than what may be 
within. The problem .is also worth 
considering .from the standpoint' of 
keeping the boy and girl interested 
in the home. From the mere stand- 
point of dollars and cents the home 
surroundings 
become 
important. 


Nothing will add more to the value of 
property than neat, well planted and 
well cared for grounds. In order to* 
aid those who are desirous of doing 
some planting about the home and 
school this spring, the department of 
agricultural extension of Ohio State 
University, will suggest plans for this 
work. If a diagram showing the size 
of the premises, location of the house, 
other buildings, trees and road ac- 
companies the request it will nelp a: 
great deal in suggesting plans for 
planting.

Broad Enough To Include 


Every Citizen In Its Plan 


The campaign now Iu active op- 


eration by the 
Newark Board of 


Trade, will be the most comprehen- 
sive' in its conception and inclusive 
in its application of any in the his- 
tory of that body. 
It will be in- 


augurated In accordance with 
the 


new plan adopted by the reorganized 
Board of Trade, 
which has been 


heretofore published and explained. 
The object of this plan is to develop 
Newark along industrial and com- 
mercial lines, and every energy will 
be devoted to this object alone. For 
this purpose a factory fund will be 
raised to be put in charge of five 
trustees, who In turn, are bound by a 
contract with the. directors of the 
Board of Trade, to see to its proper 
care and disbursement. 
This fund 


can only be drawn upou for the pur- 
pose of inducing industrial plants to 
locate in Newark, and is ia every way 
safeguarded in the hands of the five 
trustees, who are personally respon- 
sible to the contributors to the fund. 
These trustees are men of the very 
highest integrity and business judg- 
ment consisting of A. H. 
Heisey, 


president Newark Trust Co.; E. C. 
Wright, cashier First National bank; 
E. T. Rugg, president Licking County 
bank; 
W. A. Robbins, president 


Franklin bank, and A. G. Wyeth, 
president Park National bank. 


Now it is incontrovertible that 


thus far every person in Newark is 
favorable to the plan. 
Every one 


wishes to see Newark grow and is 
unanimous that there is no better 
plan which is so well adapted 
to 


achieve this than the location of new 
industries. 


But to Bo this Newark enters a 


field of competition that 
is 
keen, 


alert and always progressive. 
Other 


cities are also looking out, as 
It 


were, for the main chance. 
No op- 


portunity to increase their industrial 
development is overlooked by them 
and is taken advantage of just as 
soon as it is offered. 
These cities 


are represented in this matter by 
commercial bodies that are alive to 
the issue and equipped to offer in- 
ducements for locating new indus- 
tries.

It 
must reach and appeal to every o*% 
as an individual, make a direct per- 
sonal Impression upon his intelli- 
gence, and take hold of his realita- 
tion of civic duty, and hla proper re- 
lation to the body politic. The pro- 
posed plan meets this Idea at every. 
point. Each person will be given aa 
opportunity to co-operate, tale 
s> 


part in the general scheme of opera- 
tion, and array himself as a personal 
marker for the general cauie of ln> 
dubtrial development. 


The idea is for each person to con- 


tribute for three years, not arbitrari- 
ly but proportionately as he is abto. 
The tax duplicate of real estate is 
taken as a basis, and the amount 
thought to be fair is $1 tor each 
$1000 of property, or one-tenth of 
one per cent, of the value of real es- 
tate.
